THE SHEPHERD’S 
DUTY

“IT am the good shepherd: the good 
shepherd giveth his life for the sheep.” 
Jno. 10:11. This statement sounds like 
there are some shepherds that are no 
good. Surely the time is at hand that 
the children of God need to look for 
good shepherds, real pastors. This 
statement of course had reference to 
Jesus but I am persuaded to believe 
that Jesus means for the shepherds 
to be good today. In Eze. 34 we find 
some shepherds that are not good.

Notice the statement, Woe to the 
shepherds that feed themselves. Now 
there are some shepherds of this type 
in our land today. Just looking for 
plenty to eat, plenty to wear and a 
good car to ride in and the poor bunch 
of sheep they are supposed to feed in 
return return home with an empty 
soul, discouraged and downhearted. 
Maybe the pastor said something that 
wounded him instead of feeding his 
soul, 

Some pastors seem to think that true 
sheep cannot be hurt or driven away 
by what they say or preach but let us 
notice Eze. 34:4 which says, “Neither 
have ye brought again that which was 
driven away.” It’s a sad picture to see 
so many of God’s children driven away 
from serviees just because of abuse 
and harsh things being said to them 
by some pastor. Instead of going to 
service and enjoying the presence and 
glory of God they stay at home strug- 
gling alone trying to forget what has 
been said and done. Woe to this kind 
of a shepherd. The scripture also says, 
But with force and with cruelty have 
ye ruled them.

TATE PERFECT KNOWLEDGE OR 
MATURE CHARACTER

“Only remember much grace does 
not imply much light.” 


The heart may be as pure as heaven 
can make it, while the possessor re- 
mains ignorant of many fine traits of 
character. If the life of the just is as 
a shining light which shines more and 
more, it is evident much new light 
will be unfolded to the soul even after 
the day “dawns” and the star “rises” 
in the heart. New light will constant- 
ly be shone on the pathway of the just. 

There is a field of experience in the 
outworking and maturing of the sanc- 
tified life that has been comparatively 
neglected by spiritual writers. In com- 
menting on Rom. 5, one writer said, 
“No flower ever unfolded to the light 
of the sun more beautiful than these 
various words describe the unfolding 
of the successive forms of experience 
in the sanctified life. The saints of the 
Lord will be astonished to find a per- 
fect photograph depicted in the order , 
of these various words of the lights | 
and shadows, the joys and sorrows, the | 
conflicts and conquests and all the’ 
various problems in their hidden lives. | 
Let us take time to examine each of ' 
these words separately and see how | 
precisely they find an echo in our ex: | 
perience. 

“Tribulation.” The word signifies a 
flail or threshing instrument for beat- 
ing the chaff from the pure ripened 
grain. Remember chaff is not a type 
of inbred sin for it is something that 
is essential to grain in its milk state, 
and when growing. In a field of grow: | 
ing corn the scripture compares the 
heart to the ground, the growing grain 
to Christian life, and weeds and briars 
to carnal affections. But the chaff or 
husk that envelopes the grain repre 
sents those things in us which are es- 
sential in the infant stages of grace, 
but are found useless and can be 
threshed away when the believer has 
reached Christian perfection. When 
the soul is first sanctified it lives for 
a period in a sort of heavenly honey- 
moon which is distinctly set forth in 
the old Jewish law, providing that 
when a man married a wife he was to 
be exempt from all public and military 








duties and hardships one year that ne 


might live in undisturbed domestic 
joy. But after that he must expect 
to take up the toils and trials of war- 
fare and as Paul says, “Endure hard- 
ness as a good soldier.” The old Leviti- 
cal law is the exact thought of this 
passage, that after the marvelous joys 
and abounding heavenly delights that 
come with the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost in due time the souls will be 
led by one way or another under the 
tribulum or flail that its chaff which 
is now no longer needed may be 
threshed away. After men grow the 
grain and the baptism of warm sun- 
shine has ripened and hardened it 
(i. e. perfect grain) that it may be 
exported to distant markets. In like 
manner when the believer has been 
purified and solidified by the warm 


, baptism of the Holy Ghost there are 


many religious or mental informities 
which need to be threshed out of him. 

Please notice the following things as 
indicated or indicating what we may 
put down as chaff which many Chris- 
tians have to get cured of after their 
sanctification. They are not in the na- 
ture of inbred sin but of human weak- 
ness or ignorance. Human theologv.— 
There never was a sanctified Christian 
that did not have to cast off some o'd 
narrow theology for broader truth 
Rash judgments.—Almost invariablv 
souls young in sanctification form 
judgments of things and people too 
quickly. False zeal—Every old saint 
on looking back can see how he used 
to let his pious zeal run ahead of his 
knowledge. Using slang —How many 
hundreds of good sanctified people 
have the habit of using slang and 
punning on words and names that of- 
ten are like dead flies in the oint- 
ment. Vacillation—This is a weak- 
ness in will power and often lingers 
with good people after sanctification. 
Severity of manners.—Multitudes of 
souls who are sanctified have a harsh- 
ness in their words and manners to 
the great detriment of their useful- 
ness. Imprudence.—Many § sanctified 
people lack sense and discretion and

In reading the sermon material used 
by Jesus we find that He often took 


for His object of consideration or 
comparison such things as a piece of 
money, lost sheep, vineyards, fig 
trees, etc., and surely there could be 
no objection to the subject chosen as 
an eclipse is caused by an obstruction 
between man and the light. 

For a text read 2 Cor. 4:6, “For God, 
who commanded the light to shine ut 
of darkness, hath shined in our hearts, 
to give the light of the knowledge of 
the glory of God in the face of Jesus 
Christ.” And, too, we remember the 
commandment in the first chapter of 
Genesis, “Let there be light.” Ever 
since that time there has been light 
and it is not to be charged to God if 
man has not light, for the light IS. It 
does exist, but some men are in dark- 
ness because of an obstruction. 

As we bring into consideration the 
world, the sun, and the moon, which 
are the points of interest in an eclipse, 
let us invite the nearness of the wis- 
dom and presence of God who is the 
Creator of them all. 


THE WORLD 


The ancient astronomers who were 
so completely infactuated with their 
beliefs of egotism founded their be- 
liefs on these fundamentals: (1) Im- 
mobility of the earth. (2) Central posi- 
tion of the earth. (3) Revolution of 
other planets and bodies around the 
earth. In later years this theory has 
been discarded. Now this belief is 
what is causing the downfall of many 
today. They believe that they and they 
only are solid, established and unmov- 
able; that they are the center of at- 
traction, and that if anything is done 
it would be out of order unless it suit- 
ed them. But the sooner we individual-

ly discard these old ideas and instead 
of saying, How will this act of the 
church profit me? start saying, How 
will my actions profit the church? 
then we will come to the realization 
that the Sun of righteousness is the 
center of attraction. ‘““‘When I consider 
the heavens, the work of thy fingers, 
the moon and the stars, which thou 
hast ordained; what is man that thou 
art mindful of him?” Psa. 8:3. The 
sun is the center of the solar system 
and the Sun of righteousness is the 
center of the system of salvation. 

THE SUN 

The earth then is not the center but 
is attracted by that which is the cen- 
ter, the great sun. Science declares 
that there are two forces in all of crea- 
tion, a negative and a passive, and so 
it is. One force draws toward the sun 
while one tends to draw us away. One 
force, the great Holy Ghost, draws us 
to Christ, the Sun of righteousness, 
and another, the evil spirit, seeks to 
draw us away. Although scientifical

The great masters and teachers in 
Christian doctrine have always found 
in prayer their highest source of il- 
lumination. Not to go beyond the 
limits of the English Church, it is 
recorded of Bishop Andrewes that he 
spent five hours daily on his knees. 
The greatest practical resolves that 
have enriched and beautified human 
life in Christian times have been ar- 
rived at in prayer.—Canon Liddon. 

Charles Simeon devoted the hours 
from four till eight in the morning to 
God. Mr. Wesley spent two hours daily 
in prayer. He began at four in the 
morning. Of him, one who knew him 
well wrote: “He thought prayer to be 
more his business than anything else, 
and I have seen him come out of his 
closet with a serenity of face next to 
shining.” ° 

John Fletcher stained the walls of 
his room with the breath of his pray- 
ers. Sometimes he would pray all 
night. Luther said: “If I fail to spend 
two hours in prayer each morning, the 
devil gets the victory through the 
day.” 

Archbishop Leighton was so much 
alone with God that he seemed to be 
in a perpetual meditation. Bishop Ken 
was so much with God that his soul 
was said to be God enamored. He was 
with God before the clock struck three 
every morning. 

Bishop Asbury said: I propose to 
rise at four o’clock as often as I can 
and spend two hours in prayer and 
meditation. 

Samuel Rutherford. the fragrance of 
whose piety is still rich, rose at three 
in the morning to meet God in prayer. 

Joseph Alleine arose at four o’clock 
for his business of praying till eight. 
If he heard other tradesmen plying 
their business before he was up, he 
would exclaim: O how this shames 
me! Doth not my Master deserve more 
than theirs. 

John Welch, the holy and wonderful 
Scotch preacher, thought the day ill 
spent if he did not spend eight or ten 
hours in prayer. He kept a plaid that 
he might wrap himself when he arose 
to pray at night. His wife would com: 
plain when she found him lying on the 
ground weeping. He would reply: 0

sand to answer for, and I know not 
how it is with many of them. 


Payson wore the hard-wood boards 
into grooves where his knees pressed 
so often and so long. 


The act of praying is the very high- 
est energy of which the human mind 
is capable; praying, that is, with the 
total concentration of the faculties. 
The great mass of worldly men and of 
learned men are absolutely incapable 
of prayer.—Coleridge. 

The Marquis DeRenty, to whom 
Christ was most precious, ordered his 
servant to call him from his devotions 
at the end of half an hour. Th 
servant at the time saw his face thr 
an aperture. It was marked with su 
holiness that he hated to arouse him. 
His lips were moving, but he was pqr- 
fectly silent. He waited until thrge 
half hours had passed; then he called 
to him, when he arose from his Knees, 
saying that the HALF HOUR was so 
short when he was communing with 
Christ. 

William Bramwell is famous in 
Methodist annals for personal holiness 
and for his wonderful success in 
preaching and for the marvelous an- 
swers to his prayers. For hours at a 
time he would pray. He almost lived 
on his knees. He went over his circuits 
like a flame of fire. The fire was 
kindled by the time he spent in prayer. 
He often spent as much as four hours 
in a single season of prayer in retire- 
ment. 

Bishop Andrewes spent the greatest 
part of five hours every day in pray- 
er and devotion. 

Sir Henry Havelock always spent 
the first two hours of each day alone 
with God. If the encampment was 
struck at 6:00 A. M. he would rise at 
four. 

Earl Cairns rose daily at six o’clock 
to secure an hour and a half for the 
study of the Bible and for prayer be- 
fore conducting family worship at a 
quarter to eight.

far away but He seems near when His 
agent, the great Holy Ghost, gives His 
warmth of love, hope and comfort, 

When we behold the sun it is 
strangely the truth that we are most 
of the time more interested in the 
spots we see on his surface than the 
beautiful rays he sends forth. This is 
true in all of us, when we see a child 
of God who fairly radiates with the 
glory of Him we are more liable to see 
the spots or defects and to examine 
them with the greater interest than 
the good. Some astronomers say that 
the spots we believe we see are not 
on the sun at all but are defects in the 
glass thru which we behold it. Most 
of the time, I suppose, when we see 
defects they are in our own eyes as 
Jesus has said, “And why beholdest 
thou the mote in thy brother’s eye, 
and considerest not the beam that is 
in thine own eye?” Matt. 7:3. The 
spots on the sun are not in the light 
but are in the surface of the body in 
which the light dwells. Compare these 
two Scriptures, Gen. 1:3, “Let there be 
light, and there was light.” We see 
that this was the first day. Then no- 
tice V. 16, “And God made two great 
lights” (sun and moon). Notice that 
this was on the fourth day. You see 
that light was created on the first day 
and the sun on the fourth day and so 
light and sun are different. Then our 
conclusion would be that the sun was 
once probably an earth, resembling 
our own but that God incarnated the 
light into it thus making our great 
sun. I think this is the way it is with 
us. God made us, then later when we 
met the condition He sent the Spirit 
of His Son into our lives and when 
our friends look upon us they may 
know that if there be any spots they 
are not on the Spirit side but are all 
in the flesh. “The spirit is willing but 
the flesh is weak.” We are indeed 
much like the sun. We were once in 
darkness but God whispered, “Let 
there be light,” and oh the glorious re- 
lief when it comes! David one time 
after he had had light, cried, “Create 
within me a new heart.” That is what 
God did on the fourth day. Then af- 
ter the light was produced and a new 
heart was created there needed to be 
an incarnation as it was with the sun, 
so God placed the light into the new 
sanctified heart thus baptizing with 
the Holy Ghost. Oh the light that is 
sent forth by the baptized life. He lives 
not to profit himself but to profit 
others. 


All admit that it is dangerous to 
look on the sun without a smoked 
glass or a telescope. Then, since God 
is greater than the sun, they should 
admit it is dangerous to look at Him 
without a mediator. It is ‘a dangerous 
thing to fall into the hands of a liv- 
ing God. If we look at God it must be 
thru Christ. Astronomers look at the 
sun thru glasses in a telescope. Chris- 
tians look at God thru faith in Christ. 
Blindness is the penalty of seeing the 
sun without a glass but death is the 
penalty of seeing God without the 
blood of Christ. 

The sun has different effects on dif- 
ferent plants. Wheat seed grow wheat 
and corn seed with the same sun grew 
corn, and as the Sun of righteousness 
shines on us some are preachers, some 
teachers and some evangelists,  etc., 
but strangely enough no two are ex- 
actly the same.

“Dear Brother Tharp: I received 
your good letter the ninth and w4s 
glad to hear from you. The other boys 
haven’t written to me yet, that 
since I have been over here. ' 

“We had a nice trip all the way from 
Knoxville to Nassau. We enjoyed a 
short stay in Miami with Brother 
Chesser and Brother Harmon. They 
came down to the boat with us and fol- 
lowed us as far as they could go. 

“We had a pleasant trip coming 
over on the boat, didn’t get seasick, 
just a little dizzy a few times. A large 
crowd came to meet us at the boat and 
they were glad to see us. These people 
can beat anybody I ever saw showing 
their appreciation. We were in five 
reception services, one every night. 
Brother Eneas did all he could to 
make us feel welcome. He told me last 
night that he was going to help just 
all he could. Everybody seems to be 
glad that we are here. 

“Brother Tharp, it surely is marvel- 
ous how God has worked ever since 
we went to the mission room at 4:30 
Thursday at the Assembly. God has 
helped us in everything concerning 
our coming over here. These people 
feel just like we did, that God has an- 
swered prayer. Two sisters were pray- 
ing that God would send us an over- 
seer to the islands, and while they 
were praying they saw a man, so when 
I got off the boat they knew me, and 
I was the one they saw. I am still cry- 
ing when I think the way God has 
worked it all out. 

“The biggest need that I see over 
here at present is help for the other 
ministers. Since the panic is on they 


don’t get anything hardly from tbe 


churches they pastor. All of them work 
for a living and that hinders them 
from getting out in the work like they 
want to. If the mission fund was 
strong enough to help support, just the 
district overseers, so they could travel 
on each island, we could hold our peo- 
ple much better and could gain more 
for the Church. Fifty or seventy-five 
dollars a month would go a long ways 
to help out along this line. They are 
willing to go and sacrifice if they had 
a little for their families to live on. 
I know at present we don’t have it but 
I am praying that God will work along 
this line. I believe He will. 

“IT am expecting to start my travel 
just after Christmas to the other is- 
lands, then I will be able to tell you 
more about the needs of the islands. 

“Brother, I am praying that God 
will put it on some one’s heart to send 
us a tent. We surely could use one here 
for God’s glory. I am sure I could get 
some good white people if we had a 
place for them to come. I am giving 
most of my time to the mission in 
Free Town, and God surely is blessing. 
They pack and jam the building. We 
have hardly room to preach. Wednes- 
day night God surely got a hold of che 
people and twelve or fifteen came to 
the altar. One fell on the outside and 
they carried her to the altar. Thurs- 
day night there were about seventeen. 
I think I will start a revival there 
soon. Lots of white people come here 


to hear us preach but they can’t get 
inside. So please pray that God will 
help us. It looks like God is working 
for us everywhere. 

“Tell all the people to write to us. 
A letter from the U. S. A. is appreciat- 
ed any time. (It takes five cents on 
your letters.)

An eclipse is a fearful phenomenon 
that brings inexpressible feelings. 
There was an eclipse in 1924 and it 
was described as a great blanket of 
darkness. Today there are thousands 
and millions in an eclipse. They are 
enshrouded with a blanket of darkness 
and sin. There are different degrees 
of darkness. Some believe that the ex- 
pression, “so dark I could feel it,’ to 
be an exaggeration but in Ex. 10:21 
the Lord told Moses to stretch out his 
hand toward heaven, that there may 
be darkness over the land of Egypt, 
even darkness which may be felt. A 
shepherd girl one morning as usual 
took her sheep up a hill beside a vil- 
lage and as the sheep were feeding 
about 10:00 a. m. the sun was eclipsed. 
The girl was frightened by the un- 
usual darkness and began to 
cry and weep aloud. Her parents came 
to console her but they had no faith 
and did not know that the sun would 
reappear so they all wept together. 
Finally the sun reappeared and in the 
girl’s exceeding great joy she cried, 
“O beautiful sun!” I can say by experi- 
ence and observation that the sinner 
who has come from under the influ- 
ence of the eclipse of sin will in reality 
exclaim, O BEAUTIFUL SUN OF 
RIGHTEOUSNESS! 

The most hazardous phenomenon 
this world has ever known was the co- 
inciding eclipse that occurred A. D. 
28, when the moon came between the 
sun and the earth and when the sins 
of men came between God and man, 
as that pure spotless Lamb of God 
hanged between heaven and earth as 
for all. Ah, now 
words fail me! I would to God I could 
paint the picture of the Hero of the 
eclipse. He was led as a lamb to the 
slaughter to bring me from the influ- 
ence of the sinful eclipse. With closed 
eyes and minds of concentration we 
see Him there on Golgotha’s hill abid- 


| ing by His Father’s will. The darkness 


of the eclipse came on literally and re- 
ligiously. As the Savior’s tender heart 
beat slower and weaker the hope of 
Christianity grew darker for Christ 
their Hope and Sun of righteousness 
slowly sank over the horizon.

The lonely lost a com- 
passionate companion, The suffering 
lost a physician, but Mary, His moth- 
er, standing in the shadows of the 
cross, weak with grief, lost her most 
precious beloved firstborn Son. 

Alas, the dense darkness and black, 
gloomy, obscure valley into which the 
disciples submerged! On account of 
sin God had turned -His head from the 
earth. The sun had failed to shine and 
Jesus Christ whom they had expegted 
to be their Messiah lay cold in Joseph’s 
tomb. Do these pictures bring heavi- 
ness over your soul or a mist before 
your eyes? If we could but apprehend 
the scene as did the disciples, we could 
better appreciate the completion of 
this narrative. Strangely enough the 
sun receives more attention when in 
eclipse than at any other time for at 
this time men, women and children 
can be seen in the streets and on 
housetops with smoked glasses, and al- 
ways there is rejoicing when the sun 
reappears.

have to learn many things by hard 
thumps. Precipitation.—Going too fass 
or indolence. Going too slow has hin- 
dered many. These and many other 
things of a similar nature are to be 
corrected by trials, rebuking, humilia- 
tions and hardships. 

The heart is washed from sin by the 

blood of Jesus but the head is chas- 
tised from its narrowness and foolish- 
ness by a rod. You must not confound 
the washing of the heart with the 
teaching of the head. Divine Provi- 
dence can always find an appropriate 
thing to serve as a flail. He may use 
loss of property or loss of friends, or 
health, or sore temptations, persecu- 
tions, ostracism, sore disappointments, 
misunderstanding of good people, bit- 
ter hatred of bad people, things in the 
outer life, things in the inner life, for 
a flail, to beat away either steadily or 
by spells day after day, week after 
week, or month after month, and 
sometimes for years, till all the graces 
are insured to trial. 
Sooner or later all the principles that 
were involved in our consecration 
have to be brought out and tested in 
some furnace. Separating the elements 
of chaff is not cleansing but a thresh- 
ing, and mark you, men never thresh 
grain while it is in the green, milk 
state but only when the grain is grown 
and pure and able to bear it. 

“Tribulation worketh patience,”This 
word “patience” should be, more prop- 
erly “endure.” Tribulation or thresh- 
ing produces in the soul a hardihood, 
a toughness of fiber so it can endure 
all sorts of things with ease and calm- 
ness and sweetness of spirit. When 
the threshing first begins the soul 
though pure is tender and not accus- 
tomed to hard usage but tribulation 
produces a heroic toughness. There is 
youthfulness, a tender childhood in 
the sanctified experience just as truly 
as in the early days of our conversion, 
“Holding the standard too high.” The 
founder of Methodism said, “If we 
hold the standard too high we drive 
men to despair; if we hold it too low 
we drive them to hell fire.” “Two kinds 
of sensitiveness.” One is that mean 
trait of “touchiness” which takes of- 
fense at every slight remark or rebuke 
and cannot bear to be corrected. This 
is wrong. But there is another kind 
which is simply a sense of injustice 
and unkindness (or unfairness and 
unreasonableness) which is norma] in 
any pure nature. This kind feels the 
thrust but no disposition to retaliate 
or return evil for evil. No desire for 
revenge, or to use a common expres- 
sion, “get even.” Amen.
